"...When three or more authorized travelers 
travel together by privately owned conveyance on a 
mileage basis, it is hereby determined that such 
mode of travel is more advantageous to the Gov ern - - 
ment, and the travel expenses involved' shall be 
paid in accordance with SGTR 3 . 5b (l /and (2) 
p rovided that, when a tfavfei authorization specifies 
a lower mileage rate than that authorized in SGTR 
3.5b(l), the provision of the travel authorization 
shall govern. (For the purposes of this section, 
two children under 12 years of age shall be con- 
sidered as one person.)”

4. We are advised that the Department of State amended their 
regulations solely for the purpose of making State Department 
authorising officials less reliant on a general rule of thumb and 
more dependent on sound judgment in determining when travel by 
private conveyance is in the best interests of the Government. In 
practice, we are advised that they are continuing to authorize the 
full reimbursement without imposing constructive cost limitations 
when three or more travelers are involved.
